Tuesday against accepting the 
Senate defeat of $290 million to 
continue development of the 1, 
800-mile-an-hour aircraft.

tion of at least part of the funds 


The Senate turned back the 


SST program 52 to .41 last week 
in a surprising show of strength 
by SST opponents that brought 
on vigorous criticism by Presi- 
dent Nixon.

Seriate fight against the SST, 
said he would use "all the re- 
sources at my disposal" if any 
of the money is restored in 
conference.

Wholesale 
Prices Dip 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


wholesale price index for No- 
vember fell one-tenth of 1 per 
cent, a bit less than earlier 
predicted, but still an encourag- 
ing note against the slow nation- 
al economy. 


The Wholesale Price Index 


was 177 7 for the month with the 
one-tenth loss, which was only 
the second drop in two years. 
For every $100 worth of food, 
materials and services in the 
1957-59 base period, it now costs 
$117.70. 


The index was 2.6 per cent 


above the November 1969 level, 
the smallest annual increase in 
27 months. Average industrial 
prices did not go up for the first 
time in 17 months.

time the Cooper-Church amend- 
ment severely limiting presiden- 
tial use of American military 
force in the Southeast Asian na- 
tion.

The Cooper-Church develop- 


ment came after the Senate 
gave overwhelming approval 
Tuesday to a ban, on U.S. 
ground combat troops in Cam-

ditions in Cambodia. 


Report on Dependency 


In summarizing the report, 


Church Said: 


"As of today, the Cambodian 


government in Phnom Penh is 
every bit as dependent on 
American aid as is the govern- 
ment in Saigon " 


The aim of Cooper-Church 


supporters, in asking the Senate 
to approve the amendment a 
second time, is to emphasize 
Senate feeling against any U S.

Defense Money Bill

Cambodia as was enacted a 
year ago for Laos and Thailand. 


It faces an uncertain fate in 


the House, which has no similar 
provision in its $66.8 billion ver- 
sion of the defense appropria- 
tions measure. 


The bar was inserted in the 


bill by the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee at the request 
of Cooper and Church.

But, also, these are 
foods easily made. There's the 
party-styled dessert to bring all 
the ohs and ahs to delight any 
cook's 
hearjt.. .the Snowballs 


that glisten. Children will enjoy 
these. 


There's the great pretender 


that's mock marzipan, not com- 
plicated at all to make. Guess 
what t h e ingredients are? 
Mashed potatoes and chopped 
raisins, rich with the taste of 
almonds but a lot less costly 
than its complicated and fancy 
cousin.

To avoid such 
problems, the Commerce De- 
partment has now proposed a 
standard which will require 
t h a t "children's sleepwear 
must not ignite or sustain 
combustion," s a y s Lenore 
Landry, clothing and textile 
specialist at the University of 
Wisconsin. 


The proposed standard will 


cover any sleepwear up to 
size 6x, such as nightgowns, 
pajamas, robes, and any simi" 
lar apparel used for sleeping. 


Consumers have 30 days 


from Nov. 17 to comment to 
the Commerce Department on 
the proposed standard. If you 
would like to see this standard 
added to the Flammable Fa- 
bric Act, write to the National 
Bureau of Standards 
before 


Dec. 17. 


The proposed standard will 


cause every manufacturer to 
test each type of garment for 
flammability. Samples o feach 
item of sleepwear being made 
will be tested before use and 
again after 50 launderings. 
The proposed standard won't 
cover diapers or underwear. 


The Flammagle Fabric Act 


now makes it unlawful to sell 


any garment or interior fur- 
nishings which are highly flam- 
mable. Children's sleepwear 
will be required to be flame re- 
sistant with the addition of the 
proposed standard.

So, here are some helpful 


hints from The National Asso- 
ciation of Greeting Card Pub- 
lishers on the right way to 
handle this "operation." 


On Christmas cards 
for 


your closest friends and rela- 
tives, your signatures should 
be as gaily informal as possi- 
ble with no "Mr." no "Miss" 
— no "Mr. and Mrs." Only 
when they are addressed to 
formal acquaintances or busi- 
ness friends should jour full 
name be used — this applies 
to the cards you sign person- 
ally and those which carry 
your i m p r i n t e d individual 
name or family signature. 


The husbands name always 


comes first and also, when 
children's names are added, 
father's name always comes 
first. A widow or a married 
woman uses her husband's 
first name and a divorced 
woman would use her own 
first name. 


Courtesy Gesture 


Among married couples, the 


person signing the card is 
expected to sip his or her 
name last — as a gesture of 
courtesy. 


If there are children in the 


family, be sure to include 
their names, too. A family- 
signature sparkles with warm- 
hearted sentiment, and it's a 
simple matter to indicate the 
proper relationship, like this, 
"Paul and Alice — Judy, Pat 
and Tom." Or maybe, "The

Does it seem as if you 


never get your bills paid on 
time? Do you often have to 
pay a finance charge because 
your payment didn't reach the 
credit office soon enough? 


Carol Evans, 4-H Home 


Economist f o r O u t a g a m i e 
County, points out that more 
and 
more 
consumers 
are 


complaining about the time 
allowed to make payments 
without incurring a finance 
charge. S o m e stores and 
credit card issuers send their 
bills so late that it's almost 
impossible to make the pay- 
ment in tune. 


At times 'the payment is 


mailed promptly, but delays 
in the mail or in processing 
the payment may cause a 
finance charge. Moreover, the 
grace period after the billing 
date may be only 25 days.

Just a few words of 
sincere affection, or an invita- 
tion to visit you one day. soon, 
or any news of a friendly 
nature is perfectly proper and 
always a delightful surprise to 
those who receive your cards.

you have done your 


Christmas card shopping ear- 
ly, you can then get to the 
important business of address- 
ing and mailing your cards. 
By taking a little extra care at 
this stage in the game, you 
can be doubly sure that all 
your Christmas cards will , 
reach their destinations safely j 
and on time. First, make a 
special effort to have all your 
cards clearly and legibly ad- 
dressed. Be sure that "your 
return address, with zip code, 
appears on the flap of each 
Christmas card envelope.

Be 
careful about abbreviations of 
city and state names 


And remember. Christmas 


seals belong on the reverse 
side of the envelope according 
to the Post Office Department 
so as to avoid confliction with 
the postage stamp on the face 
of the envelope.

Most important of all, mail 


your Christmas cards early! 
You can make sure that your 
Christmas cards will arrive 
on time if you will plan the 
mailing of them so that those 
for the most distant places 
are mailed first Those for 
nearby and local destinations 
should go not later than a 
week before Christmas. To 
help both yourself and the 
Post Office Department, se- 
cure the free slips that they 
provide which enable you to 
label your out-of-town Christ- 
mas cards "For Out-of-Town 
Delivery" a n d your local 
Christmas cards "For Local 
Delivery." Make two piles of 
cards with all of the ad- 
dresses facing one way, with 
the stamps firmly affixed in 
the upper right hand corner. 


If your are mailing Christ- 


mas gifts by Parcel Post, be 
sure to include an extra label 
or slip of paper inside each 
package containing both the 
addressee's full name and 
address and your return ad- 
dress. Thus, if the cover of 
your package should become 
torn or removed, the Post 
Office will still be able to 
rewrap it and send it along to 
its destination. The Post Of- 
fice says that failure to in- 
clude this information inside 
each gift package, along with 
the use of inadequate, flimsy 
wrapping materials are the 
major reason for many gifts 
winding up in the dead parcel 
office.

Encouraging Your Child to Make 


His Own Christmas Cards 


There are many ways in 


which your child, from age 
three on up, can make his 
own Christmas cards. One of 
the most satisfying involves 
only the following materials- 
Several large, uncooked Idaho 
potatoes, s e v e r a l different 
colored stamp ink pads, a dull 
knife that has no point or a 
nail 
file, 
blank 
Christmas 


cards, envelopes, and some 
imagination. 


Cut m half two or three 


large raw, Idaho potatos . . . 
the short way 
Show your 


child how to scratch a simple 
shape into the flat end of the 
halved potato using the dull 
knife or nail file 
Have him 


cut away all portions, except 
the design he made, to a 
depth of no more than V4 inch 
Press the raised portion of the 
design onto a stamp ink pad 
several times, until the sur- 
face is well soaked with ink. 
Then 
print 
the 
design on 


paper, using the potato like a 
regular rubber p r i n t i n g 
stamp. 


Designs can be combined, 


over-printed or over-lapped to 
make colorful 
and original 


Christmas cards, especially if 
you use different colored ink 
pads for each impression. The 
same 
shape 
can 
also be 


repeated and your child can 
add lines, dots and other 
textures with his crayons. 


Do not show your child how 


to make particular shapes or 
how to copy 
pictures 
and 


designs Let him invent his 
own and experiment \vith how 
he wants to print them The 
idea is not to teach him how 
to make Christmas cards that 
compete w i t h commercial 
ones. You can buy those in 
stores I n s t e a d , encourage 
your child to do his own thing, 
even if the results look ama- 
teurish or childish. That's the 
only way he can develop the 
skills that lead to eventual 
competence 
in doing work 


with his hands. 


Too many well-intentioned 


parents .. . and even art 
teachers in many schools . . . 


encourage the use of pre- 
fabricated patterns, examples, 
kits and materials that do 
give the kids fast results and 
temporary 
satisfaction. But 


they also deny children the 
experiences and development 
that lead to higher skills and j 
achievement and to greater 
eventual satisfaction Children 
instinctively know that copy- 
ing, 
tracing and "doing it 


right" according to formula is 
a way of cheating. Some kinds 
go through life thinking that 
this is how all creative work 
is done. My wife, Gail E. 
Haley, who "writes and illus- 
trates children's 
books, is 


often 
dumb-founded w h e n 


children ask her from what 
sources she "copies" the pic- 
tures she draws. 


They can't imagine 
that 


anyone would invent and cre- 
ate images out of his or her 
own head. Their ideas about 
creation are so distorted that 
they truly believe you need 
only to learn how to copy and 
trace and how to follow the 
numbers 
to become com- 


petent 
As a 
result 
such 


children never have a chance 
to discover 
how satisfying 


creation can be. No matter 
how crude your child's inven- 
tion may look to you. it's his 
own You can stimulate cre- 
ativity in your child only by 
encouragmg and praising his 
originality.

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Laird and the Credibility Gap 


'That old phrase is back in the news 


again. Credibility gap. And to our regret 
Wisconsin's Melvin Laird, Secretary of 
Defense, for one reason or another is 
mixed up in it. 


When Mr. Laird announced the dra- 


matic if unsuccessful attempt to rescue 
American prisoners of war in a North 
Vietnamese camp, he was asked about 
diversionary tactics and said that flares 
had been chopped along the coast for 
that purpose. But soon came word from 
Hanoi that there had been heavy bomb- 
ing raids near major cities at the same 
time. Normally we don't believe such 
charges from the Communists but on 
Thanksgiving Day President Nixon told 
a group of wounded veterans at the 
White House the same thing. Well, yes, 
conceded Secretary Laird. Why hadn't, 
he mentioned this to the Senate Foreign' 
Relations Committee? They didn't ask, 
he said. 


Perhaps this is just being "coy and 


clever. But it brings up a deeper 
suspicion — which was the cart and 
which the horse? Was the effort to 
rescue prisoners of war itself the 
diversionary tactic to avoid' heavy 
publicity over the renewed raids? There 
has been consistently reported to have 
been some sort of an understanding at 
the time former President Johnson 
halted all bombing north of the 19th 
parallel although Hanoi has never ad- 
mitted it. The gist of the alleged 
agreement was that the United States 
would stop the bombings while the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong would stop 
the massive mortar attacks upon South 
Vietnamese cities. If this is true, then 
our bombings north of the parallel was a 
breach of the agreement. So, too, it can> 
be interpreted in the firing on enemy 
missile sites in enemy territory, unless 
our planes are attacked. When is bomb- 
ing bombing and when is it protective 
reaction? 


There have been other such gaps 


between what is officially announced 
and what really happens. After the 
uproar when our troops went into 
Cambodia, President Nixon was asked 


whether the South Vietnamese would be 
getting out when we did. His answer was 
that he supposed so since our logistical 
and air support would also end the last of 
June. But they didn't. American bomb- 
ers continue to support Cambodian and 
South Vietnamese troops in Cambodia 
although Secretary Laird insists that 
any such help is really residual and the 
bombing's primary purpose is to slow 
down the supply of Communist materiel 
and personnel into South Vietnam and 
therefore save the lives of American 
troops. 


What actually seems to have hap- 


pened is that the frustration of little or no 
progress at the Paris talks has reversed 
the official policy in Washington. The 
hawks have gained control. The war is to 
be stepped up. After all, 1972 is not very 
far away and the President's campaign 
promise that he had a "plan" to get us 
out of the war must be revealed. The 
results of'this fall's elections clearly 
showed that he cannot run completely on 
law and order — not while the economy 
falters, while unemployment and living 
costs continue 
to rise and when 


Americans are still dying-in Vietnam. 


Perhaps the new strategy will get the 


North Vietnamese 
to bargain more 


realistically, although it didn't work at 
all during Mr. Johnson's tenure in of- 
fice. Perhaps the enemy is getting the 
message loud and clear that they had 
better or else. 


But if so, the American people can't 


hear it through the subterfuge, the re- 
evaluations, the contradictions, the 
clarifications and the increasing doubts 
that the "plan" was anything more than 
campaign oratory. 


It has been suggested by none other 


than Kevin Philipps, creator of the 
"southern strategy" by which Mr. Nixon 
is said to have won the 1968 election, that 
perhaps Secretary Laird's turn to ad- 
vocacy of the Pentagon point of view 
rather than leadership of it means that 
he may have higher political ambitions. 
If so, his current backing and filling 
should draw him few supporters. 


The Priorities Problem Again 


There was an interesting com- 


mentary on what is important to the 
American people, or perhaps what en- 
trenched interests and programs can do 
to maintain the status quo, on the first 
page of the second section of The Post- 
Crescent one day last week. 


Of major importance were three 


stories; the cutting of'$675,000 from the 
budget for the Appleton Board of 
Education, Dr. Spock's remarks at the 
State University-Oshkosh, and the 
argument over a proposed interstate for 
Wisconsin. 


Members of the Board of Education 


were almost frantically trying to find 
ways of cutting their budget and 
programs so as to stay within the one 
approved by the Fiscal Board of Control. 
This might mean tossing out ex- 
tracurricular programs, eliminating the 
school health program, or possibly 
renegotiating 
teachers' 
salaries. 


Something that also might be considered 
would be an end to inter-school athletics 
and cutting down on expensive sports 
and gymnasium equipment. 


Dr. Spock insisted that if Americans 


put their minds, efforts and funds to il 
that the United States could eradicate or 
at least considerably reduce poverty as 
a number of other countries have done— 
once we are out of the war, if that ever 
happens. 


And some conservationists and 


ecologists at the highway hearing at 
Plymouth questioned whether the in- 
terstate, at least in that area, is needed 


at all or will it be built merely because 
the federal government will paj 90 per 
cent of the costs. 


There seems to be no serious effort 


nationally or even locally to deter- 
mine ' the real needs of the people, 
the importance of some programs as 
opposed to others, or any value 
judgment made. Congress has been 
asked for $17.3 billion more for the in- 
terstate highway system as the railroads 
continue to decline, although it has been 
belatedly realized that more highways in 
the urban areas are not required and are 
in fact a drawback to transportation 
because they encourage the greater use 
of cars, the clogging of traffic and 
heavier air pollution. Congress is also 
asked for some $290 million for the SST 
though it will serve only a small group or 
people while the Federal Government 
will invest a mere $40 million in a 
railroad corporation aimed at improved 
rail transporation. A number of major 
cities must construct new airports 
because of the crowded skies. President 
Nixon's reasonable Family Assistance 
Plan has not yet passed Congress and 
probably won't. No one has yet worked 
out a formula for increasing state aids to 
local educational institutions which will 
get through the Wisconsin legislature. 


So the war goes on, the highway 


building continues, pressure for public 
works 
construction increases as 


unemployment grows, welfare lists get 
longer, frustration and discrimination 
increase.

And so we have 
proceeded to listen to one 
another: and what I hear is in 
one sense disheartening, in 
another sense not.

Mr. Gregory is a force in 


America. Particularly on the 
college campuses, where he 
comes on very strong, very 
strong indeed. He has spoken 
at 300 campuses during the 
last ten months, and is 
beginning now a tour of 
Canada, .where he likes to 
begin by complimenting the 
audiences, which are so eager 
to think ill of America, on how

dialogue: the racism which 
Mr. Gregory, in other con- 
texts, deplores. 


Get His Facts Straight 


Undoubtedly there 
are 


Negroes who believe so 
strongly that America is 
racist, that they deduce from 
it the necessity to hate the 
white race. Mr. Gregory in- 
formed the audience that two 
examples of our racism were 
1) our incarceration of the 
Japanese population during 
the war, while leaving the 
Germans alone; and 2) our 
dropping the atom bomb on 
Japanese, while refraining 
from doing it against the 
Germans. 


I pinted out that the 


Japanese 
were removed 


because there was panic over 
the prospect of Japanese 
landings, and that after all the 
same man who superintended 
the operation, Earl Warren, 25 
years later ordered the in- 
tegration of the schools: that 
we could hardly have used the 
atom bomb on Germany, 
inasmuch as we didn't have 
one until after the Germans 
were licked; and that anyway, 
we had killed five times as 
many Germans in raids on 
Dresden as we did Japanese at 
Hiroshima. 


Mr. Gregory smiled and, 


who knows, listened: and if he 
reads these words, I wish him 
to know that they come from a 
well-wisher who, to be sure, 
wishes he'd get his facts 
straight, and give the BP's a 
wide berth.

operating for some years, will 
be established in the Fox 
River Valley area. But is is 
evident also that the major 
reason for the approval of the 
plans for that first unit of a 
proposed statewide network is 
the availability of federal aids 
that would otherwise be 
forfeited. 


The political establishment 


as a whole remains con- 
siderably less than firm in 
support of the idea that 
television is a legitimate 
function of the state and a 
justified liability for the 
taxpayer. 


Not Clearly Understood 


A part of the problem is that 


the nature of such state ser- 
vice is not yet clearly un- 
derstood by many legislators 
and their constituents. The 
favorite 
descriptive 
is 


"educational television," 
which seems to imply that it 
would be primarily a branch 
of the public school system. 
But many ordinary citizens 
.appear to have a somewhat 
different notion— as they long 
for some respite from the 
qualitatively inferior Offerings 
of commercial 'television. 
Many persons want relief 
from the incessant com- 
mercials, as an example. 


One immediate question 


requiring resolution is the 
assignment 
of 
program 


responsibility and control of 
such a network. 


Authority is now equivocally 


divided. The legislature has 
set up an Educational Com- 
munications Board, ostensibly 
as 
the 
operating 
and 


policymaking authority. But 
the assumption appears to be 
that the network will be fed for 
the most part by the television 
outlet of the University of 


Wisconsin at Madison. It has 
staff and the experience. 


But WHA-TV is licensed to 


the university and operated as 
a branch of the university. It is 
totally oriented to university 
concerns with respect to its 
program 
in 
strictly 


"educational" 
broadcasting. 


To some listeners, indeed, it 
appears to be a part of the 
University's public relations 
complex. 


That was the basis of the 


comment by one of the 
members of the ETV board 
recently that programming 
control for the suggested state 
network should not be reposed 
in the university. The author 
of the remark is associated 
with a private university. His 
comment may. therefore be 
dismissed as not entirely 
objective. 


Yet he echoed the reser- 


vations 
of many 
other 


responsible persons, including 
a good number of men in the 
state legislature who in the 
long view will make the 
financing decisions without 
which all the ambitious 
program blueprinting will 
remain academic. 


Programs Improved 


It is fair to say, parenthetk 


cally, that in recent months 
the management, of WHA-TV 
has evidently recognized such 
reservations. It has modified 
— and significantly improved 
— the content of its broad- 
casting schedule in the view of 
many observant residents of 
• the capital city viewing area. 


The promoters of the 


statewide 
broadcasting 


system, if they are prudent 
men, will support a control 
system that is independent of 
existing institutions and their 
special 
interests 
and 


representative of the public 
interest. 


Even those who support 


wholeheartedly the idea of 
harnessing the genius of 
television technology to the 
educational mission— for the 
working adult as well as the 
pupil in the classroom and the 
young people in their college 
: lecture halls — have a 


gnawing -awareness of the 
power of the medium if 
diverted to special interest 
purposes. Educational in- 
stitutions are special interests 
as truly as many others. 


The sponsors of statewide 


ETV, 
as they insist upon 


describing it, will serve their 
cause best if they remember 
the reservations in many 
minds 
about danger of. 


political exploitation of the 
instrument, as exemplified in 
the overwhelmingly hostile 
vote recorded when the tax- 
financed network issue was 
put to a vote 16 years ago. 


Strictly Personal 
Underground Press 
Has Role in Society

A reader in Delaware wants 


to know why I haven't com- 
mented on the "underground 
press" that is springing up 
in cities all over the U, S. The

reason is simple: I haven't 
seen enough of them to form 
an opinion that would have 
any value. 


But, as a generalization, I 


welcome the addition of any 
press, over or under ground, 
whether or not it happens to 
coincide with my views. In 
fact, I get more out of reading 
things that jolt my own point 
of view. They force me to re- 
examine my pre-conceptions 
and sharpen or refine my own 
defense of what I believe. 


One of the problems wifli a 


democratic 
society 
that 


becomes 
so 
highly 


technocratic as ours is that 
only those with considerable 
funds can afford to own a 
newspaper, a radio station or 
a TV channel. Minority voices 
tend to be heard less and less, 
except through the charity or 
good will of those who control 
the mass media. 


The emergence of an un- 


derground press is a reaction 
against this situation. It is, on 
the whole, a healthy reaction, 
even though some of the un- 
derground papers themselves 
(at least the ones I have seen) 


are 
scarcely 
any more 


reliable than the organs they 
protest against But everyone 
has a right to'be partial— as 
long as that partiality is 
openly expressed as such, and 
not disguised as "fact" 


There is an odd irony in- 


volved in the rise of the un- 
derground 
press. While 


"Middle America" complains 
that the mass media are too 
sympathetic in delineating the 
activities of lef tish and protest 
groups, the left itself com- 
plains that the mass media 
suppress or distort such 
events to the detriment of the 
protesters, 


The conventional press 


today is caught between the 
hammer and the anvil; the 
twist of the irony being that, in 
my opinion, it is performing 
the best job it has ever done in 
my 30 years of newspaper 
experience. I happen to think 
that papers are far fairer, 
more balanced, and more 
concerned 
with "depth- 


reporting" than when I 
started in the business. 


Yet the attacks on them 


have never been greater, from 
all sides. This is not because 
public needs and expectations 
have risen so much in the last 
30 years. They have unproved 
absolutely, but not relatively 
in ratio to our expanded 
education, awareness, and 
sophistication. 


Every avenue must be kept 


open for every source of ex- 
pression and communication 
— especially the ones we may 
happen to disagree with. If the 
overground press does not 
protect the rights of the un- 
derground as zealously as it 
defends its own, both will 
eventually perish at the hands 
of the twin paranoids of ex* 
treme right and left
